We have been in 
the habit, during the cold season, of keeping a| 
box of grain where hens, &c., could have access 
ito it at any time; and have found to ou satis-| 
faction that they can be wintered on a less! 
amount of food in this way than when they are 
allowed to ramble for it, or it is doled out to them 
in handfulfs, at seasons of convenience. By! 
keeping corn ina good supply within their reach, | 
we have marketed it at more than a dollar a 
bushel, when the common price was seventy 
jcents, taking pay in eggs, which in winter

A few years ago the experiments of several | 
practical wheat growers, seemed to point out) 
the application of pulverized charcoal, as an ex- 
cellent manure for lands, especially in the culture 
of wheat and grasses. 


What was the peculiar mode of its action, | 


was not fully explained, whether as a divider 
and improver of the texture of the soil—or, as 
an absorber, or spunge to absorb the gases, re- 
taining and letting them gradaally escape as 
needed ; or whether it actually became slowly 
taken up and assimilated to the plant, or wheth- 
er it acted all of these important parts. 

The subject has been recently started again, 
and further experiments been detailed, which 
develope more facts in regard to this substance 
as a fertilizer in agricultural operations. 

The ‘‘Cultivator’’ for October, states that in 
the forthcoming report of the survey of the 
agriculture of Essex Co., (N. Y.,) experiments 
are there reported which prove the value of this 
article. One by Mr. Richmond of Moriah, 
which is described as follows. 

The charcoal was applied on four acres of dry 
land, and one acre of moist soil by top dressing. 
The amount used was about one thousand 
bushels to the acre, and obtained from the piles 
of charcoal dust, &c., accumulated around an 
iron furnace. 

It was spread on so as to make the surface 
look black, but not to impede vegetation. It 
was applied in September and October, 1850, at 
an expense by contract of forty dollars. 

It is stated that the effect was immodiate. 
The grass freshened, and continued green and 
luxuriant, after the surrounding fields were 
blackened by the frost. 

Mr. R. states, that notwithstanding the sea- 
sons have been dry and unfavorable, he has 
realized one-third more than the ordinary 
yield of hay, and sufficient to repay the whole 
outlay. 

The Hon. J. 8. Whallon has made the most de- 
cisive and valuable experiments on this subject. 
Mr. Whallon says he began the use of it in 
1846, as atop dressing to a strong clay soil, 











and fry them brown, taking care to have them 
done all through, as the least rawness renders 
them very unpalatable. 

Srurrep Eca Puants. Parboil them to take 
off their bitterness. Then slit each one down 
the side, and extract the seeds. Have ready a 
stuffing made of grated bread-crumbs, butter, 
minced sweet herbs, salt, pepper, nutmeg, and 
beaten yolk of egg. Fill with it the cavity 
from whence you took the seeds, and bake the 
egg plants ina Dutch oven. Serve them up 
with a made gravy poured into the dish.

Mt. Vernon presented fifteen pairs, three pairs 
of which girthed over seven feet, with one pair 
four years old, owned by Mr. Kent, measuring 
about seven and one-half feet; we will here 
state that a portion of the team was removed, 
to parts unknown, before your committee had 
the opportunity of inspecting them. Hereto- 
fore, Mt. Vernon has been on the ox list of 
fame, and now possesses the elements of glory. 
We hope soon to see Richard himeelf again. 

The town of Readfield exhibited thirty seven 
pairs, (exclusive of one large and noble pair 
recently driven from Chesterville, which your 
committee did not consider as legitimately be- 
longing to the Readfield team,) sixteen of which 
averaged seven feet and two inches. Such cat- 
tle need not our praise, they tell their own 
story. Those owned by Messrs. Morrill, Kent, 
and others, the eye would not tire in gazing 
upon, nor the hand in writing their beauties,— 
not that we would disparage other teams, for 





competitor or rival with Readfield. The old 
axiom is, when Greek meets Greek, then comes 
the tug of war—when the scales are nearly 
poised, it takes but little to preponderate, but 
inasmuch as Readfield has the greater number, 
the victory for the present rests with her, and 
hence, we recommend that the Society's first 
premium, be awarded to Readfield. 

Fayette had upon the field twenty-seven 
pairs; seven pairs exceeding seven feet, and 
nine pairs of four years old, six feet nine inches, 
they were well modeled, symmetrically formed 
and excited the admiration of the beholder; her 
history and praise are read in the mirror of her 
rival.

In point of numbers we found the bull de- 
partment small, but in point of merit it was 
very good. Only four bulls and three bull calves 
were entered for the Society's premium. These 
were all good animals, and bid fair to do much 
in the sections of the country, where they are 
kept. 

Our attention was first called to class No. 1, 
Durhams. Mr. Jesse E. Jacobs, of Mt. Vernon, 
presented a full blood Durham bull, 27 months 
and 12 days old, measuring 6 feet 3 inches in 
girth. He isa very fine looking animal, and 
your committee think him entitled to the So- 
ciety’s first premium. 

Mr. Jesse Wadsworth of East Liverrmore, 
presented one full blood Durham bull, three 
years old, girth 6 feet 6 inches. He is a good 
animal, and your committee award him the 
second premium. Mr. W. also presented three 
full blood Durham bull calves, all of them well 
worthy of a premium, but as none was offered 
for calves under this class, the committee could 
award none. 

Class No. 2, Herefords—Mr. J. H. Under- 
wood, of Fayette, made the only entry under 
this class. He presented a full blood three years 
old Hereford, which girted 6 feet 5 inches, and 
weighed 1385 Ibs. He is from the stock of a

The same compound we have 
found valuable for peppers, tomatoes, vines, and 
indeed all garden vegetables ; it gives them a 
quick, healthful growth. And this same com- 
pound, sown on turnips, vines, and other plants 
infested by insects in the early stages of growth, 
when the leaves are wet, is sure to rid them of

| Take two quarts of middling sized white beans,

| break, adding a teaspoonful of saleratus. Take 
|them up dry, put them in your dish, stir in the

|upper surface; turn in cold water till the top is 
‘covered; bake and let the beans remain in the 
‘oven all night. Beans are good prepared as for 
ibaking, made a little thinner, and then boiled 
jecveral hours with the pork. 
Aprie Burren. Apple batter, as it is made 
ihy the Germans in Pennsylvania, is a most ex- 
jcellent article. ‘The modus operandi pursued by 
those most expert in the manufacture of it is the 
following : 
| Having selected six bushels of fine ripe fruit, 
‘and divested them of the rind, quarter and care- 
fully cut them. Boil down two barrels of cider 
to one, and deposit the apples in the boiled down 
cider. Keep up a brisk fire under the kettles, 
jand stir the contents continually to prevent 
‘burning. The boiling and stirring must con- 
|tinue uninterraptedly till the whole mass is re- 
duced to a pap about the consistency of a thick 
hasty pudding. It is then allowed to cool, and 
‘afterwards deposited in jars for futare use. 
|When thoroughly made it will be as solid as 
| first rate butter, and will keep many years; in- 
\deed, it improves by age. The Pennsylvanians 
|make it only once in seven years. It is soiach 
\superior to the ordinary apple sauce, that no 
jone who has fairly tested its value will after- 
i wards, we are confident, willingly consent to be 
\without it. The flavor is superior, and there is

SHELTER FOR HORSES. 

We copy the following remarks from the Lon- 
|don Sporting Magazine : 

| The nearer we follow nature in the treatment 
‘of animals, the better ; and I contend that keep- 
ing horses in cold and exposed situations, is a 
violation of the laws of nature. The blood- 
horse originally came from eastern climates, 
| where the temperature is dry and warm; and 
| although he is to a certain extent naturalized to 
\this climate, the nearer the climate may be to 
‘that of his primitive soil, the better will his 
‘health be. The vine, it is trae, will grow and 
produce grapes in the open air, in this country, 
but not in that abundance, size, quality or flavor, 
'as it does in warmer climates, or when protected 
| by the shelter of a hot-house. 

Those who object to having their hacks kept 
|warm, argue that at times they are inevitably 
| exposed to a cold stable, and that such a change 
will be productive of catarrh, inflammation, and 
various other diseases. This is not an evil so 
frequently to be encountered as formerly; sta- 
bles are more comfortably constructed than they 
used to be; and if a dinner invitation, or other 
social visit, exposes the hack to a temporary 
asylum in a cold stable, a rug or two, or even a 
blanket, can be found to keep him warm while 
his master enjoys himself at the festive board. 
Indeed, if no envelopment can be procured, I 
am convinced the animal will not be susceptible 
of cold, although accustomed to warmth at 
home, as he will be if kept too cool, and for this 
reason he will be finer in his coat, and from the 
beneficial result of condition he will be dry; 
whereas a horse with a long coat, and out of 
condition, has a garment like a wet blanket, 
with a languid circulation, insufficient to create 
that evaporation necessary to render the horse 
dry, and the perspiration will be seen hanging 
to the point of almost every hair on his body. 

Tae Catirornia- Auwonp. We have been 
shown some beautiful specimens of California 
Almonds discovered by that indefatigable natur- 
alist, Dr. Trask, growing wild in the mountains 
back of San Jose. They are at least half 
again as large as the imported nut, and are 
represented to be of delicious flavor. The tree 
upon which they grew was about 19 feet bigh, 
and loaded with fruit. The specimens exhibited 
tous consisted of a fully ripe almond, and 
another juré bursting through its green bull, 
vith a branch and leaves attached. The dis- 
covery that this fruit is indigenous, and grows 
to great perfection in California, will prove of in- 
terest to our agricultural friends, and may in- 
duce the many horticulturists who are now set- 
ting out gardens and orchards to turn their at- 
tention to its cultivation.

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THANKSGIVING DAY. 

By Governor Crosby's proclamation, in 
another place, the reader will perceive that this 
time honored institution, the New England 
festival of Thanksgiving and prayer, will be 
observed on the 17th of next month. With 
the young folks, this day is associated with 
visions of fat turkeys, and geese, and ducks, 
and. chickens, and corpulent plum puddings, 
and legions of pies, and cakes, and thelike, and 
is looked forward to with more interest than 
any other day in the year. The elder portion 
of the community, having outgrown their pred- 
ilections and fancies, look upon it rather as a 
day on which to renew old ties and friendships, 
and to make an annual visit to the “‘old folks at 
home,” and as a day of rest and quiet enjoy- 
ment with their families. 

It is indeed pleasant to renew old associations 
on such a day, and this old Puritan custom 
presents an opportunity to all who desire to 
improve it. From being almost exclusively a 
New England observance, it has, of late years, 
been spreading through the other States of the 
Union, and we hope it may soon become a 
national festival, to be observed as much as a 
matter of course, as is the Fourth of July. 

Any one who will look back upon the state of 
the colonies, at the time the first Thanksgiving 
was-appointed, can but find abundant cause for 
gratitude, that we have flourished so greatly, 
and reached so important a station among the 
nations of the world. The following account of 
the second Thanksgiving day, observed by the 
Pilgrims, will be of interest in this place. The 
Jirst Thanksgiving was observed after the first 
harvest had been gathered. ‘‘Before the ap- 
pointment of this first Thanksgiving,”’ says the 
historian, ‘‘the Governor sent out a ‘fowling ex- 
pedition,’ that for their thanksgiving dinners, 
and for the festivities of the week, they might 
have ‘more dainty and abundant materials than 
ordinary.’ This was the week in which Mas- 
sassoit and ninety of his men were entertained. 
Labor was suspended, and the English employ- 
ed themselves in military exercises before their 
visitants.’’ Of the next, the second Thanks- 
giving, we have the following account : 

**In 1623, fears were entertained for the safe- 
Yy of the colony, by reason of an anticipated 

amine. From the third week in May to the 
iuniddle of July, no rain fell. The corn withered 
under the heat of a scorching sun. The Indians 
prophesied famine for the colony, and a conse- 
quent easy triumph over them. In this extremity, 
a public fast was observed, with t solemnity, 
—the first volun fast ever on on these 
western shores. e morning of the fast was 
cloudless, and the day proved intensely hot. 
But, as evening approached, clouds collected, 
and rain descended in moderate but refreshing 
showers ; the languishing crops revived, and a 
bountiful harvest succeeded. In token of the 
general gratitude, a day of public thanks- 
giving was ordered,—the second such day ever 
observed in New England,—the first. having 
been observed after the first harvest had been 
gathered by the fathers.” 

Seven years later, (1630,) the colonists were 
again tnreatenea witn ramine. --1ne wiser 
was yery severe, and many were frozen to death. 
The provisions were all consumed, and many 
wore forced to subsist on shell-fish, ground-nuts, 
and acorns, which, at that time, could not have 
been procured, but with the utmost difficulty.” 
What a situation for those who had left com- 
fortable homes in their own country. But they 
were reserved for a great work. The historian 
continues : 

‘In consideration of their perilous con- 
dition, the sixth day of February (1631,) 
was appointed a day of public a and pray- 
er; to seek deliverance from God. On the fifth 
of February, the day before the appointed fast, 
the ship Lion, which had been sent to England 
for supplies, arrived laden with provisions. She 
had a stormy passage, and rode amidst heavy 
drifts of ice after entering the harbor. These 
provisions were distributed among the people 
according to their necessities, and their appoint- 
ed fast was exchanged for a day of general 
thanksgiving.”’ 

There are many who urge the adoption of 
one fixed day for Thanksgiving, to be observed 
by-all the States of the Union, among whom is 
Mrs. Sarah J. Hale, the authoress, who says: 

‘“‘There are so many good reasons, religious, 
political, moral and social, for holding Thanks- 

iving simultaneously in every State of our 

nion, that I feel. sure no serious objection 
would be urged. The last Thursday in Novem- 
ber being once adopted and publicly acknow 
ledged as the day, custom would soon fix its 
observance as the distinctive privilege of a free 
Christian le. Wherever an American was 
located this feast would be introduced. God 
would be recognised as our Lord and benefac- 
tor, and a tecthdebad in happiness as the great 
aim of our institutions.’’

Fine ix Kexnescnxporr. A letter from Ken- 
nebunkport, dated October 18th, informs us 
that the valuable steam mill in the shipyard of 
Messrs. Emmons & Littlefield, directly op- 
posite that village, was found to be cmnpletaly 
in flames, about half-past 8 o'clock, on Mon- 
day evening, and was so far consumed inside as 
to be impossible even to save any portion of the 
many chests of tools in the building, belonging 
to the workmen on the adjoining vessels.

Sylvester Brown and others, a few rods north 
of the mills, was for some time on fire, but was 
saved by the great exertions of Arundel and 
Niagara engine companies, in the river, and a 
line of buckets over the bow-stagings. Engines 
from Kennebunk were promptly on the spot, 
| but only in season to hel to extinguish the 
|ruins. The injury to the shi is very trifling, 
| but the blackened timbers and burnt walls show 
| how very narrowly she escaped. The wind 
| most of the time blew across the river, and 
| several buildings in the village were ignited by 
| burning cinders. The commanding position of

ARRIVAL OF THE ASIA. 
The steamship Asia, with four days later news, 
arrived at New York on Wednesdey of last week. 
Her news will be found below. 


Enetanp. The ship Annie Jane, of Quebec, 
1300 tons, with a valuable cargo and 400 souls, 
passengers and crew, was wrecked off the Heb- 
rides, and 300 ns perished. She left the 
Mersey, Sept. 9th, for Quebec. 

A terrible accident happened on the Great 
Southern and Western Railroad, near Dublin, 
by which 14 person’ were killed and 50 were 
wounded, many being horribly mangled. 

Whitworth & Co.’s extensive mills, at Lee

NORTH WEST PASSAGE ACCOMPLISHED, 


The London papers received by the Asia con- 
tain the authentic intelligence of the ay of 
the British government ship Investigator, Com- 
mander McClure, through the Aretic Sea, from 
Bhering’s straits t > Davis's straits, having e 
three winters in the intervening seas. She will 
thus have accomplished on her arrival in Eng- 
land, the complete circumnavigation of the con- 
tinent of North and South America. : 

This information is published on the authority 
of the Admiralty, from despatches received from 
Commander McClure, brought directly by Com- 
mander Inglefield of the steamship Pheonix, 
which sailed for Davis's straits last spring, with 
supplies for Sir Edward Belcher’s squadron, and 
who has returned bringing despatches from Sir 
Edward Belcher, and also from Commander Me- 
Clure of the Investigator, who sailed in search 
of Sir John Franklin by way of Bhering’s 
Straits, having left England in December, 1849, 
and also from Captain Kellet, who sailed on the 
same mission to Davis's Straits, in the govern- 
ment ship Resolute, in the spring of 1852. 

The despatches of both these officers will be 
extremely interesting, although both have en- 
tirely failed in the special object of their ardu- 
ous voyages. Commander Inglefield arrived at 
the Admiralty on the 7th inst., having left the 
steamer Pheenix at Thurso, N. B. The follow- 
ing particulars are all which have been yet pub- 
lished :— ° 

Commander Inglefield brings no intelligence 
of Sir John Franklin's expedition ; he has, how- 
ever, succeeded in depositing the supplies as 
directed, and we are Happy to say is accompan- 
ied by Lieut. Creswell, of the Investigator, with 
despatches from Commander McClure, thus en- 
abling us to satisfy the public, and the friends 
of those embarked in the Investigator, concern- 
ing which ship considerable anxiety had existed, 
as to her safety. 

The Breadalbane transport, which accompan- 
ied the Phoenix, was totally wrecked by a nip 
of the ice—the crew saved and brought home 
by the Phoenix. 

It is concluded from Sir Edward Belcher’s 
despatches, that that officer would endeavor to 
retrace his steps this season to Beechy Island to 
winter. It is further to be gathered from these 
despatches, that the Investigator had completed 
the passage between the two oceans, having 
passed into the Arctic Sea by Bhering’s Straits, 
and returned home by Davis’ Straits. 

Despatches have been received at the Admir- 
alty from McClure, who sailed in December, 
1849, in search of Sir John Franklin, in H. M. 
S. Investigator, and from Captain Kellet, who 
sailed in the spring of 1852, in H. M. S. Reso-

Upwards of 800 Poles have inscribed their 
names at the Turkish Embassy, and offered their 
services to the Porte in the event of a war with 
Russia. : 

Letters received from the Danubian Provinces 
state that the cholera was making great ravages 
amongst the Russian troops, as well as the pop- 
ulation. Several Boyards were making prepara- 
tions to depart for Vienna, and to remain there 
until the present crisis was over. Considerable 
masses of troops were being marched towards 
Odessa. 

Omer Pacha has at the present moment near- 
ly 115,000 men under his command, and _ before 
the winter he expects to raise it to 150,000. 

The Russian corps for the Caucasus was said 
to amount to 80,000 men. 

Accounts from Constantinople state that, on 
the night of the 26th of August, a disastrous 
fire broke out at Askizaara, a flourishing town 
of the province of Philopopoli, and burned for 
seven hours without interruption. In all 1200 
—_ 30 houses, 10 oil magazines, 3 khans, 3 
public ovens, a mosque, 3 schools, the Excise- 
office, and several other public buildings were 
consumed. 

‘The Hospodars of Moldavia aud Wallachia 
have announced to the Divan that they are 
ready to pay the usual tribute. 

Galatz, Sept. 17. There are no transactions 
in the grain market, and the quantities on hand 
are immense.

that no traces towards success in the main ob- 
ject of their mission have been discovered ; but 
we have been favored with a communication of 
a letter from Commander McClure, dated H. M. 
S. Investigator, Bay of Mercy, Baring’s Island, 
April, 1853, which announces his success in 
accomplishing the long problematical enter- 
prise of the North Western Passage. 

The gallant writer states that during the 
winter of 1850, his vessel wintered in pack, 
without sustaining any injury, (and surprising 
to say. he has to report the same result at the 
end of the third winter, and without the loss 
of a single man of her crew,) in the frozen wa- 
ters called Prince of Wales’s Strait, and com- 
municating with Barrow’s, as he ascertained 
on the 26th of October of that year. In July, 
1851, he states, ‘‘such a body of ice came down 
upon us with a strong east wind, and set the 
vessel so far to the south, that we determined 
to attempt a passage by the east end of the 
cliffs of Bank’s Land, forming the north en- 
| trance of the large island under which we now 
are.”’ 

The difficulties and dangers of the passage 
may be estimated from his statement that the 
ice-floes encountered measured from 45 to 70 
feet beneath the water, only 6 or 7 above. We 
must refer, for the details, of which we cannot 
now make even a hurried transcript, to the 
despatches, which of course will be immediate- 
ly iy sa 

t is interesting to learn that inhabitants have 
been discovered further northward than known 
previously, at Wallaston and Victoria Lands, 
and northward still on the track designated as 
Prince Albert's Lands. These were found ex- 
ceedingly kind and friendly, and great quanti- 
tice of copper were fannd, apparently in a very 
op: state. This metal is used by the natives 
or edgiug their weapons, &c., but they appear- 
ed to be amused at seeing pieces of it picked up 
by the crews, as possessing value.

Add to this the thousands of tons 
shipped by the different railroads, and the reader 
can form a faint idea of the great drainage we 
are constantly experiencing in this one com- 
modity alone. The actual amount, in round 
figures, is beyond all computation; but if it 
could be correctly ascertained, the result would 
appear to many as almost fabulous.

INTERESTING TO ANTIQUARIANS, 

Benjamin West, the distinguished painter, 
was born in the year 1738. His father, John 
West, a pio s Quaker, lived in Philadelphia. 
All biographers of young Ben mention the 
early age at which his talent for sketching was 
developed. The first instance we have is of the 
portrait of his sister’s child ; but such skill as 
was there shown could not have been attained 
without some previous practice. A gentleman 
in this city has in his possession a work (Com- 
mentary on Revelations, printed in 1600) which 
at the time of Ben’s childhood belonged to one 
John West; every few pages show attempts on 
the margin at sketching, in a childish but quite 
spirited manner, various objects, such as might 
be supposed to have surrounded the young child, 
men in short clothes, women in straight Quaker 
garments, and in a number of places quite cor- 
rect representations of tomahawks, &c. These 
sketches are, in every respect, equal to the early 
attempts of other distinguished painters. We 
do not pretend to say that the above mentioned 
sketches were by the hand of Ben West, but 
we have strong reasons to believe that such is 
the fact. If this is the case, the book may be 
considered as a relic of one of America’s most 
gifted sons.. [Augusta Age. 





Excrtinc Scene 1x Court. At the Supreme 
Court in Alfred, Me., on Friday, William E. 
Haskell, who was convicted on two indictments 
for store-breaking, being asked by Judge How- 
ard if he had anything to say, made some hypo- 
critical remarks calculated to — the 
Judge, and received sentences of two years in 
State Prison on each indictment. County At- 
torney Drew observed that the prisoner was a 
dangerous man, and should have had a more 
severe sentence, and Haskell replied in some 
personal remarks, which brought down the 
audience in a perfect uproar, so that some time 
elapsed before order was restored. The Sheriff 
then informed Haskell that Deputy Lord would 
take him back to jail, but the prisoner objected, 
and expressed a willingness to go alone with 
Deputy Moulton. This arrangement was not 
approved by the Sheriff, and when an attempt 
was made to take Haskell out of the dock, a 
tremendous fight occurred, sheriffs, police and 
lawyers assisting to bind and carry off the pris- 
oner, who fought like a madman. For this 
freak the Judge reconsidered one of his sen- 
tences, and sent him to Thomaston for seventeen 
years instead of four. He had prepared a heavy 
bludgeon with which to knock down Sheriff 
Moulton, which was the reason for his anxiety 
for the pleasure of the company of the latter 
to the jail. 





Tue Bones or Pacanint. It may be recol- 
lected that the celebrated violinist, Paganini, 
died at Nice about 14 years ago, that the bishop 
refused to allow him to be interred in the con- 
secrated ground, on account of his having died 
without receiving sacraments. His executors 
had the body removed to a private place, and 
commenced legal proceedings. The Court of 
Nice having decided against them, they appeal- 
ed to the Archiepiscopal Court of Genoa, 
which reversed the judgment of the lower court, 
and ordered the remains of Paganini to be in- 
terred in the cemetery. The Episcopal Court 
of Nice appealed against this decision to the 
Court of Turin, which has confirmed it, Now, 
as three appeals are allowed in ecclesiastical 
matters, the Court of Nice has appealed in the 
last resort to a tribunal of judges to be appoint- 
ed by the Holy See ; and there the matter rests 
for the present.
